The "Detroit Free Press", a Detroit, Michigan daily 
newspaper, edition of October 11, 1963, contained an article 
which reflected that Detroit Police Commissioner GEORGE EDWARDS . 
had testified on October 10, 1963, before the McClellan Sub- 


at Washington, D.C. EDWARDS testified that the Detroit 
crime syndicate appears to be part of the same national organiza- 
tion that JOSEPH VALACHI called "Cosa Nostra." EDWARDS testified 
that he had never heard that name before; however, he had heard 
the names of "The Mafia," "The Syndicate," and "The People” 
in reference to the crime organization in Detroit. 


EDWARDS testified that the Detroit area was controlled 
by a five-man group known as “the council” and these men are 
referred to as "dons." It is the function of these men to 
designate authority to lesser members, to settle member disputes, 
to discipline errant members, and to determine penalties for 
violation of their code, EDWARDS named JOSEPH ZERILLI, JOHN 
PRIZIOLA, ANGELO MELI, PETER LICAVOLI and WILLIAM TOCCO as being 
"the dons.” EDWARDS testified that below the ruling council” 7 
were the “big men" who are members of prominence, who are most 
likely to ascend to a position on the ruling council. These 
men operate more lucrative enterprises and act as front men 
for the distribution and investment of funds. These men also 
are responsible for maintaining contacts and keeping order in 
the lower ranks. Under "the big men," EDWARDS testified, were 
individuals who are called "the chiefs." These individuals 
organize and supervise units of the Detroit rackets such as 
handbooks, numbers, shylocking and so forth, EDWARDS further 
testified that under "the chiefs" there were “lieutenants” and 
then "section leaders."

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EDWARDS further testified that the Criminal Intelligence 
Bureau of the Detroit Police Department had determined that the 
ranking members of this criminal organization are of Sicilian 
birth or descent and this group rules by fear and murder.

"The Michigan Supreme Court refused 
yesterday to grant an appeal by Anthony (Tony 
Jack) Giacalone for a hearing to attack the 
validity of a Recorder's Court warrant charging 
him with attempting to bribe a police officer.

On the face of it, the entry of the Cinco boys onto the 
docks makes litile sense. 

eiroit’s five major’ marine terminals already have union 
contracts, three with the Teamsters and two with the Marine 
and Ship Building Workers of America. The Giacalones are only 
operating on one dock, and a small one at that, handling no 
more than 20 to 25 ships a year. 

But Detroit’s waterfront situation is unique among American 
ports. Because of its nine-month shopping scason, there is no 
year-round work for stevedores. Turn-over is high. As a result, 
the unions are in a comparatively weak bargaining position. 

Wage scales are lower than on most deep-water ports. Moreover, 
union contracts cover only full-time stevedores, and thus, when 
additional help is needed, as is frequently the case, the role of 
an independent labor supplier assumes major importance. It is 
this role—the independent supplier—that waterfront observers 
have said that the Giacalones hope to fill. ” 

In addition, the Giacalones are known to have associations 
with certain Teamster elements. In 1966 for example, Tony 
Giacalone showed up at the Teamster International convention 
in Miami Beach, with Teamster International President James R. 

Hoffa, not then in jail, saying Giacalone was there as a guest 
ution was “showing respect for a responsible union.’ 

Teamsters and epe Mafia leaders have also been known, 
on occasion, to rely on the same legal help in the numerous 
scrapes both the union and the leaders seem to continually have 
with authorities. 

Are the Giacalones merely, as has been said, nice guys, victim 
of police harrassment and their own past records? According to 
Edwards, a recognized authority on the Mafia who is now a 
federal judge, the Giacalones are indced Mafia bigwigs, and clear 
and present dangers. He made the charges in privileged 
testimony before the Senate Rackets Committee in 1963.

What does a Mafia takeover mean? Is it really bad? 

Accoidiag to Mafia scholars, it is indeed. It means, they say, 
violence, kick: backs, shakedowns and pilferage on our docks. In 
New York City, it has been estimated the annual losses to 
pilfering, smuggling, and kickbacks amount to more than $350 
million a year. Stevedores have been forced to kick back part of 


sources say, it doesn’t pay to have the Giacalones on the docks, 
no matter what’s up their sleeves. 

Yet, it seems that on the docks is exactly where Detroit 
Stevedoring will stay. 

That was assured in March, when the Wayne County Board 
of Supervisors fell 15 votes short of the mandatory 66-vote 
majority needed to pass fee schedules needed to implement 
licensing regulations passed in 1967. The regulations had already 
been severely watered down as the result of extensive lobbying 
from port interests, and seeming disinterest on the part of many 
city and county officials. Councilwoman Mary V. Beck, 
chairman of the Port Committee of the Wayne County Board of 
Supervisors, and the major voice behind stiff regulations, says 
that the regulations are dead, unless resurrected by a new 
chairman to be appointed by John Canfield, Dearborn Heights 
mayor just named the new chairman of the Wayne County 
Board of Supervisors. But she adds that she is hardly optimistic, 
and that for all practical purposes, the Giacalones will be on the 
ducks this summer. She notes that it took more than eight 
months from the time the Giacalone firm entered the water- 
front until the regulations were passed, another year for the 
now-defunct fee schedules to be developed—even though Mel 
Ravitz, then chairman of the Wayne County Board of Super- 
visors, had championed hardnosed regulations, calling for 
revocation of licenses at “the first hint of wrongdoing.” To 
pick up the $36,009 needed to implement the rules each year, , 
the fees would have assessed terminals $400 a year, stevedoring 
companies $325, cartage and warehousing firms $130, steam-

She is especially critical of Willis Hall, the Board of 
Supervisors member and a former chairman of the Detroit 
Board of Commerce who led the fight against the regulations 
and the fee schedule. “He’s opposed to any concept of a public 
port,” she says, “even though public port wasn’t even a part of 
these regulations.” She adds: “Everyone’s motivated by their 
own self-interest.” l 

A cry for port regulations went up immediately after Detroit 
Stevedoring moved onto the docks at International Milling two 
years ago. Councilman Philip J. Van Antwerp called for police 
probe of the firm, saying: “I don’t want to be a party to having 
tacketeers in our stevedoring operations. These things are not 
healthy for the city of Detroit.” Shortly after, Circuit Judge 
“Edward S. Piggins, then the one-man Wayne County Grand 
Juror, said in a petition to Atty. Gen. Frank Kelley for a new 
jury that he had evidence that “organized crime and racketeer- 
ing still is secking to infilitrate certain levels of government,” 
and added that Mafia penetration of the waterfront was “part-of 
it.” About the same time, Miss Beck called for prompt action to 
prohibit organized crime from entering the docks, and both the 
Detroit News and Detroit Free Press treated their uncovering of 
Detroit Stevedoring’s waterfront activities as a major expose. 

- The Free Press said: “Sinister is word to be used cautiously. 
Webster defines it as evil, injurious, disastrous, corrupt. Yet, itis 
the word that most accurately describes a waterfront under 
-Mafia control.” 

In late July, the Wayne County Port Commission adopted 
port licensing regulatings, but in a move that caught all 
observers by surprise, they did not include a key provision tha

Throughout these eight months, the major opponent of the 
regulations—and the major opponent today—was Hall, a member 
of the Wayne County Board of Supervisors and former Board of 
Commerce chairman. In January, 1967, for example, Hull 
succeeded in having ‘the rules sent back to the Wayne County 
Board of Supervisors’ port committee, saying they were not 
only unspecific and would not kecp hoodlums off the water- 
front, but that they would apply only to “profit” organizations, 
excluding Detroit’s largest non-profit waterfront firm, the 
Detroit Harbor Terminals, Inc., and also all labor unions. Said 
Hall: “If you know other places in this nation where we have 
had trouble on the waterfront, you know that there must be 
some collusion between labor and waterfront firms to create. 
it...yet..Jabor is free from these rules.” Replied a bitter Miss 
Beck: “I don’t think Mr. Hall’s comments stem from actual 
objections to these rules; they are the usual ones we get from 
him about anything involving the port commission or the 
waterfront,” adding that Hall had attended none of the 
meetings to discuss the rules. After a month, Hall’s objections 
were dismissed, and the rules went back to the supervisors. But 
again, it was Hall who was the major voice among the-20— 
supervisors who voied against the regulations. 

Had one more supervisor voted with Hall, the rules would 
not have passed. As it was, the Port Committee further watered 
the regulations to appease Hall, exempting railroads, steamship 
lines and trucking firms. 


As it stands now, however, the regulations mean nothing, for — 


they cannot be cnforeed-without licenses, and licensing cannot 


would have barred from the ‘waterfrentany person convicted of 
a felony. Also omitted was a section requiring waterfront firms 
to furnish the commission with names of stockholders owning 
more than five percent of the shares in waterfront firms. Those 
omissions, made one day before the regulations were adoped, 
came at a private, four-hour meeting of the port commission at 
the Teamsters Welfare and Pension Building, 2800 Trumbull. 
Sources noted at the time that Teamster Local 299, the home 
local of jailed Teamster President James R. Hoffa, reportedly 
had a recognition agreement with Detroit Stevedoring, and that 
the port commission vice chairman was Robert Holmes, 
President of Teamsters Local 337, 299’s sister local. When asked 
if it was not questionable to meet at the Teamsters building, in 
light of the alleged Teamster connection with Giacalone firm, 
attorney John J. Basso then committee chairman, said: “That 
doesn’t affect our commissioners. We just go on facts. We don’t 
know of any connections.” 

It was true, however, that adoption had been delayed more 
than two weeks until Holmes and another commissioner, Harold

_ As originally drawn up, the regulations would have denied 
licenses to operate on the waterfront to anyone “convicted by a 
court for ticason, murder or any high felony or misdemeanor.”

If it is hard to pinpoint exactly what the Giacalones are up 
to—and it is—it can be said, in the words of one waterfront 
observer, that “You look at this stevedoring deal on paper, and 
it doesn’t make sense. So then you think maybe this man~ 
Giacalone—is just stupid. And believe me, that’s not true.” 

It is known, for example, that Giacalone’s firm attemped to 
buy Lakeshore Warchouse, at 700 E. Atwater, in 1966, but got 
the cold shoulder from owner Robert Walston, and that the 
Federal Bureau of Investigation has investigated Giacalone’s 
company. For its part, International Milling says it has no 
choice but to employ Giacalone’s people. “We have an 
obligation to get our boats valoaded,” ‘says a company 
spokesman. “If we don’t we shut down.” But it is also true that 
that is the same line that International took in the 1950s, when 
manager McKercher explained to the Senate Rackets Committee- 


‘why he had resorted to hiring Prohibition thug Ziggy Snyder to 


round up his longshoremen. 

“He (Snyder) is alleged to be the boss of the waterfront,” 
McKercher testified, the only man, he added, who could get the 

If no one cares~not the port firms, the politicians, Inter- 
national or the public—the Giacalones will stay in business as 
long as they want, perhaps doing what they want, in the fashion 
they want. If they are Mafia men, and penctration on the docks 
is not assumed to be in the best interests of either the 
waterfront or Detroit, they should not be there.

INCARCERATION RELATED ACTIVITIES 


£. Loitering in Place of Illegal Occupation 
(Carleton House Raid, March 4, 1968) 


It is pointed out that on March 4, 1968 the Michigen 
State Police (MSP) conducted a raid at the Carleton House on 
Wyoming Avenue, Detroit. The first trial attempt regarding 
subject's charge of "loitering" ended in a mistrial on August 
1, 1968. 


Thereafter, a six-member jury was picked in Recorders 
Court of Judge VINCENT J. BRENNAN on September 11, 1968 with 
testimony to begin on September 12, 1968. 


A second mistrial was declared on September 12, 1968 
after a woman juror said she was too frightened by the alleged 
Mafia hoodlum to hear the case, Thereafter, Judge BRENNAN ordered | 
the new trial set for October 8, 1968. 


On October 8, 1983, thirc trial attempt regarding the 
subject in the above charge commenced before Judge BRENNAN in | 
Recorders Court, Detroit. Cn the following day, October 9, 1968, | 
the jury, after 35 minutes of deliberation, returned a guilty | 
verdict. Thereafter, Judge BRENNAN sentenced the subject to 
the maximum 90 days in the Detroit House of Correction and 
$3,000.00 court costs. Subject'’s attorney immediately filed 
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a motion for a new trisl which was immediately referred to 
Recorders Court Judge GERALDINE FORD who released subject on 

2 $1,000.00 personal bond and set November 13, 1968 as the date 
for the hearing of the new trial motion. 


On December 9, 1968, the Court Clerk for Recorders 
Court Judge GERALDINE FORD advised that the subject's attorney's 
motion for a new trial has been adjourned until December 13, 1968. 


3. Loan Sherk Conspiracy (State Charge) 


On May 14, 1968, TONY GISCALONZ, along with various 
others, was arrested by local law enforcement officers on a 
state charge of “conspiracy to extort" (shylocking). Preliminary 
examination for this charge commenced and terminated at the Grosse 
Pointe City Municipal Court, Grosse Pointe, Michigen, in June, 
1968 with the matter being bound over to the Wayne County Circuit 
Court, Detroit. 


4 tentative trial date of November 12, 1968 was-set 


in the case to be heard before Wayne County Circuit Judge VICTOR J. 


BLUM. Before that date, the trial date had been adjourned until 
January 2, 1969 due to the request of subject's attorney and his 
conflict of other trials. 


A new trial date of March 3, 1969 has now been set by 
presiding Wayne County Circuit Court Judge JOSEPH A, SULLIVAN, 


On October 17, 1968, the "Detroit News" carried an 
article entitled "Loan Shark Defendant Seeks Trial Without 
Giacalones", This article made mention to the fact that co- 
defendant, RUSSELL A. BADAMO, testified in his own defense in 
Wayne County Circuit Court at a routine hearing a month before 
the tentative November trial date. Thereafter, BADAMO was 
granted a separate trial to be heard one month after the main 
conspiracy trial.

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DETAILS: 


I. LAW ENFORCEMENT, INCARCERATION AND 
COURT RELATED ACTIVITIES 


A. Loitering in Place of Illegal Occupation 
(Carleton House Raid, March 4, 1968) 


It is pointed out that on March 4, 1968, the 
Michigan State Police conducted a raid at the Carleton 
House on Wyoming Avenue in Detroit, wherein the subject 
and numerous other subjects were arrested, The subject 
had the above charge charged against him and after three 
trial attempts was found guilty by a jury on October 9, 
1968, Thereafter, Judge VINCENT J. BRENNAN, Detroit 
Recorder's Court, sentenced subject to the maximum of 90 
days in the Detrout House of Correction, An appeal for 
a new trial was immediately filed on behalf of the subject 
which appeal was ultimately heard on December 13, 1968.

B. Loan Shark Conspiracy (State Charge) 
On May -4, 1968, the subject, along with various 


others, was arrested by local law enforcement officers on the 
above charge. Preliminary examination commenced and terminated 
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at the Grosse Pointe City Municipal Court, Grosse Pointe, 
Michigan, in June, 1968, with the matter being bound over 
to the Wayne County Circuit Court, Detroit. 


On March 3, 1969, the above matter commenced court 


proceedings before Wayne County Circuit Judge CORNELIA KENNEDY, 


At this time motions were presented by the defense to 

dismiss the matter as no where in the State of Michigan 
would an impartial jury be found based upon radio, television 
and news articles. On March 6, 1969, motions were still 
being heard and the matter was adjourned until Monday, 

March 10, 1969, 


C. Possession of Unregistered Guns 


This charge grew out of the May 14, 1968, arrest 
of the subject on the State charge of "Conspiracy to Extort", 
The weapons were found during a search of subject's house 
at_that_time,_The subject was afforded a trial at the Grosse 


Pointe City Municipal Court on August 19, 1968, and on 


August 20, 1968, Municipal Judge PATTERSON found the subject 


guilty and sentenced the subject to one year probation and 
a $100.00 fine, The matter was then appealed to the Wayne 
County Grewit Court by the subject's defense attorneys. 


On February 28, 1969, the assignment clerk, Wayne

D. Possession of Blackjack
